An alternative to this is to use a 
hobby razor saw but I think the Dremel is better and you dont have to worry 
about uneven cuts due to the motion of yer hand. As I said before, this is

First I would agree with Dave Stinson the it is ashamed to tear the old 
avionics up, but if I were restoring an "Avenger", I'd sure tear all the old 
gear out! There is too much new stuff that is more useful and better and 
smaller! The older gear requires "mockups" on the bench to work on them 
properly. Most if not all of the communications gear is obsolete or unusable 
in today's airspace. If I were spending a bunch of bucks on restoring an old 
WW2 bird, I'd sure not want to trust all my labor and work to the whims of 
this old gear. Most of the flying museums that have come thru here (B-17, 
B-24, TBF, "Bearcat", Douglas "Skyraider", and a Lockeed Constellation) 
all have functional new avionics. The bombers mentioned have the BC-348 
and BC-375 on board, but no cables going to/from the gear. It just sits 
there.

My ex-boss owns a T-28B trainer (early 1950's vintage, single-engine, 
two-seat trainer; uses the same 1400ish HP radial engine as the B-17 
and the DC-3). He has removed the original UHF radio (an ARC-27), 
because he had to remove its control head to make room for a VHF 
control head, and the space it occupied was a good place to puta 
storage box. Other than that, however, he uses all of the original 
avionics, including the ADF (an ARN-6, if I remember correctly), 
transponder (with the IFF boards removed, but otherwise original), 
flux gate compass, intercom, etc. They're not just in there -- he 
xusesx them for instrument navigation, etc. He has a modern Loran 
receiver bolted on top of the control panel, too. He used the ARC-27 
when he flew the plane home from the boneyard many years ago, but it 
has been sitting on a shelf in his hangar since then. 


I got to crawl through the B-17 "Sentimental Journey" a couple of 
weeks ago, owned by the CAF. The radios all looked like they were in 
good shape, and I was told that they were still operational. Cool. 


Last weekend, I got to fly in the B-17G "Nine-o'-Nine", owned by the 
Collings Foundation (now THAT was an E-ticket ride!!). The radios were 
all present, but in very poor condition, and were not operational. The 
crew said that they had no interest in restoring them. Bummer. 


I just thought folks would like to know that there is at least one 
person flying around in an old warbird, still using as many of the 
original radios as is practical and safe. If you're on the west coast

Has anybody ever seen or heard of a TRC-10? I think that's 
the designation. The rig was a receiver-transmitter in a small case about 
18-24" wide, about 12" tall and about6-8" deep. It used octal based tubes 
except for the final amp. which was, I think, a 2E22...sort of an 807 with a 
quick heating filament, perhaps an HY-69? Anyway it was CW only and covered 
around 2-12 mhz. in 2 bands. I remember being only able to work 80 and 40 with 
it. The transceiver had compartments for a leg-iron key and 
headset, along with a crystal box and another compartment with spare tubes 
in it in a foam rubber liner. The tube and headset/key compartments had 
pull-down doors on them. On the sides of the cabinet were "D" rings for a set 
of 4 detachable legs. The lid snapped on to form an operating "table" of sorts. 
The one I saw had only a hand-crank generator which would wear out quite a few 
people if you operated for a half hour or so! You could set on the 
generator stool and crank it with one crank and tune the receiver with the other 
hand, but don't try and crank it and transmit at the same time! 

The transmitter ran about 25-35 watts or so and would load everything 
from a coathanger to just about any random wire antenna. The 
receiver was not the greatest, but it was pretty sensitive and fairly stable as 
I 
recall. This one belonged to the Civil Air Patrol years and years ago. They 
had no use for it and I tried to scrounge it to no avail. It disappaered and I 
never sawe another one ever again. Never saw them on the surplus market either. 
It would even today make a really nice "QRP" boat anchor portable rig 
as for its day, it was fairly compact. I saw this one about 1952 or so. 

Anyone have a clew as to where one might be or has anyone ever heard of 
this rig? I might have the number wrong, but it was a TRC-XX something. Maybe 
a TRC-6 or 8? "10" sticks in my memory. The C.A.P. 
also had a raft of BC-511 "Pogo Stick" walkie talkies at the time as well. 

Most of them were on 5500 Khz.

I've been using the Motorola ‘Sensicon' FM receivers strips for years. 


They were Motorola's top of the line. Had 16 minature tubes in each strip! 
They are very sensitive, definitely galactic-noise limited on 6m. Seen ‘em 
measure out on the bench at @.1 uV sensitivity or less! 


The're dual conversion (VHF low banders = 3 MHz / 455 KHz) using 5 IF 
stages. Their selectivity is excellent via the big block Permakay filter 
at 455 KHz which comes right after the 2nd mixer--selectivity as early as 
possible is a good idea. 


AM rejection and capture ratio is great. With lots of gain and two 
limiters, audio levels are extremely constant at all sig strengths. 


The G.E. ‘Progress Line' receivers are not as good in the latter respect. 
They had a ‘softer' limiting characteristic due to less overall gain. This 
gave better SNR at low CNR (Carrier to Noise Ratio) levels but allowed 
recovered audio levels to fluctuate to some extent with signal strength at 
low CNR's. 


This design philosophy was still evident in G.E.'s next generation of 
radios, the ‘TPL'. Some said this stood for Toilet Paper Line... 


They represented two different schools of thought on FM receiver design. 


Back to the Motorola's... Squelch action is mostly excellent but can be 
closed momentarily by thunderstorm crashes. 


The front ends are very tight and cover only small freq ranges (2 MHz or 
so), so I had to convert every one to 10 or 6 m. Some were still set up 
for wide band (015 kHz) FM & so I had to find narrow band (05 kHz) filters 
& make designated circuit changes. 


I use 3 rx strips on each band (6m and 10m), driven by separate and 
different-type antennas to give both space and polarization diversity. 

E.g. vertical, horizontal beam and long wire, antennas. Can quickly select 
one or more of them to play at once. (Also have 5 spare rx's.) 


It's fascinating to listen to sigs jump from one receiver to another as 
incoming polarization rotates esp on 10 m. Once in a great while, I can 
hear xtwox QSO's at once on the same freq at the same time! This can only 
happen on FM due to the capture effect. With 05 kHz FM, capture ratio is 
about 6 dB, so if one sig is that much stronger than the other, it'll 
capture the rx. 


Running audio from two or more rx's into the same speaker really gets rid 
of selective fading (called ‘phase distortion' by the FM crowd) on 29.6. 


But you have to get the audio phasing at the output of each receiver right. 


The oldest rx strip is from 1950, newest from 1962. Very few design 


changes were made during this time. All work FB. Those ‘bypass caps ina 
can' are really long-lived. I've needed to replace absolutely xnothingx 
except tubes in these strips. 


All sits in a 5' rack along with Motorola receiver power supplies. By 
replacing the selenium rectifiers with diodes, I can run 2 receivers off of 
each ps. 


Have extensive metering on each rx so can see sig strength on each antenna, 
monitor the xdifferencex in sig strength between two rx's plus see if 
anybody's off frequency plus scope outputs to look at deviation. 


Still looking for a way to observe multipath distortion (a major factor 
caused by multipath propagation on 10 m) on these rx's using a scope. 


The Marantz model 6(?) and model 10(?) broadcast FM tuners had a small 
built-in scope to do this. You looked at the shape of the IF bandpass as 
if you were doing a sweep alignment. Multipath puts visible wiggles and 
notches into the normally smoothly-shaped bandpass. 


Anybody know how they got the necesary inputs from the tuner's IF 
strip/detector to do this? 


Have G.E. and Motorola transmitters in another rack. Can transmit on 6m 
and listen on 10m w/no interference, and vice versa! This stuff is good. 


Use a GE xtmr from 1950 w/built-in AC ps on 52.525 with a carbon mike in 
another rack. It's clean enuf to eat off the chassis. Uses a pair of 
807's to give 60 W out plus huge TVI! Luckily, everybody's on the cable 
around here. 


On 29.6, I use Motorola tx strips w/pair 8298's (is hvy duty 6146) & 
matching heavy duty repeater-type AC ps to get 100 W out no sweat. 


This stuff is so much fun to align, look at, and use. And heavy!

The hardest part of such a project from my perspective would be to get the 
VFO right! The VFO in these rigs was superior for the day - today it is 
good to marginal. The HV DC components in the VFO box, mainly capacitors 
might be hard to find, and good oscillator tubes are getting in short supply 
- bad tubes are even expensive and hard to find. The two critical VFO 
mechanical components would be the Coil (and it's mounting assembly) and the 
tuning capacitor. These are not trivial items and were the result of much 
effort by the Johnson design team. You can tell it is not easy the Heathkit 
folks tried very hard over a long period of time but never did get it more 
than barely right -ie the HG-10 vfo. 


I disagree about using a roller inductance - the Ranger would match almost 
any antenna - I watched the late Howy, w2qhh tune his Rangers into a 130 and 
270 ft long wires on ALL bands, (he had DXCC on 7 HF bands - yes including 
11 Meters before cb!!!) without any antenna tuners or matching system for 
270+ countries. 


If there was any possible benefit one of the last and greatest Johnson CW 
rigs was the Navigator - it was the best VFO +40 Watts every made bar none. 
A careful examination of the Navigator VFO might be in order for an updated 
Ranger. 


Last but not least, Johnson may be gone, but if you want to see quality 
American made radio gear that can be serviced, and is serviced with 
excellence, in todays world look at Ten Tec - the stuff may be 'sanderized' 
but the knobs and buttons do real things and the stuff works - I love my 
Corsair II. 


I would still buy a renewed Ranger III if I could afford it.

Some rigs had a varactor diode ct in the VFO already built in. 


The Drake T-4 series does (actually, since they use the same VFO the all 
the matching receivers, R-4A & later, those have 'em too). It was 
specifically for RTTY use (but could be used for narrow band FM too, I 
think). 


The Hammarlund HX-50 and -50A had a varactor ct too, but for a different 
purpose. It was to shift the VFO to compensate when switching from USB to 
LSB and vice versa. 


I used this ct to NBFM my HX-50A on 29.6 MHz 10m FM. Worked FB. 


Could someone with back issues of 73 magazine help me? I'm looking for the 
xdatex of publication (somewhere from 1978 to 1980 I think) of an article 
entitled "CB-to-10 Continued - another way to join the fun on 29.6". (I 
have a copy of the art but 73 didn't put dates on their pages back then!)

Subject: SIDEBAND SUPPRESSION IN PHASING-TYPE SSB RIGS

Alternate sideband suppression in phasing-type SSB rigs is hard to get over 
a wide range of audio frequencies. The audio phase shift network and 
associated stages find it difficult to maintain exactly 90° of phase shift 
over whole audio range. That's why it's usually set at only one spot 
frequency. 


There's also the problem of distortion in the audio stages xafterx the 
phase shift network, and nonlinearity in the balanced modulator(s). Unless 
linearity (amplitude and phase) is very good in the post-phasing amps of 
the rig, not only will alt sideband suppression be not so good but spurious 
products will appear all over the place, both in wanted and unwanted 
sideband bandpasses. This extra grunge will make it appear that alternate 
sb suppression adjustments are off but that's not necessarily so. 


In a phasing type rig, distortion in the post-phasing audio stages and the 
balanced modulator would have to less than 1% to avoid degrading, a rig 
with 40 dB of sideband suppression. 


And, if any carrier sneaks thru, it can cause spurious phase modulation. 
It can be a can of worms, especially if such a poor-quality ssb signal is 
amplified to high levels.

With 2 RF and 2 IF stages avec controlled, I'd think there would be enuf avc 
action. 


Maybe there's another problem. The avc line impedance is (as usual with 
tubes) very high. Any loading of this line, from leaky caps or gassy 
tubes, for instance can really limit the amount of avc voltage available. 


Try disconnecting the avc from the ave line (unload it). Feed some sig to 
the rx & see how much avec can be gotten. Compare this with what you 
normally see. 


The avc amplifier used in many ba's was needed because in some, the avc 
pick-off point was xbeforex the last IF amp. So, the avec amp provided the 
missing gain prior to the avec rectifier. 


Too much avec gain can sound a bit wierd. I've seen an rx where the output, 
at high levels, actually went down! 


A combination of flat avec and normal AM avec time constants (moderate 
attack/moderate-decay) will sound quite awful when there's a lot of 
selective fading on an AM signal. As the carrier fades and the detected 
signal sounds overmodulated (too much sideband energy for amount of carrier 
present, is like a suppressed carrier single- or double-sideband signal), 
the avec really cranks up the gain. You get a blast of distorted audio. 


Yuk! 


I find the most pleasant ave setup is: flat ave characteristic with 
very fast attack (about 100 microseconds; corresponds to about 10 kHz so 
you won't recitify on modulation) and slow (about 0.75 to 1 second) decay. 


The slow decay prevents too much gain during ordinary signal fades; fades 
on HF are mostly not ‘flat' so you get selective fading. Gain at this 
point is not useful, just gives a burst of distortion. 


The fast attack cuts the gain extremely fast to reduce bursts of 
distortion if the fade is longer than the decay time and there is a lot of 
selective fading. 


This kind of avc time characteristics are of course ideal for SSB too.
